1. The Pan-Europa iovement. 
( Contributed) 


A Congres3 was held in Vienna early in October, which provides the 
first means of measuring the hold which the idea of a European Federation 
may have obtained over European minds. Means of measuring - but 
British observers are perhaps incapable of discovering how much reality 
underlies the enthusiasm which Congresses generate everywnere outside 
the British Empire. This particular Con ress seems by all accounts to 
have given off a vast amount of steam. It might however be a mistake 
to suppose that no further results will accrue. Some sort of organisa- 
tion seems to have been started, with its headquarters in Vienna, and 
arrangements were made for setting up national Committees in various 
countries of Central and Zastern Europe. Information is lacking as 
to the amount of money at the disvosal of the organisers, therefore it 
is impossible to predict the volume of propaganda that will emanate. 

It does seem, however, that the moment has come for students of inter- 
national affairs to inform themselves about the tendencies of the Pan- 
Europa movement. 

Its creator is Count Couienhove-Kalergi, an Austrian subject. His 
plan and arguments are set forth in a book "Pan Europa" pubiished in 
German in 1924, and now obtainable in English in an American edition. 

In broad outline it states that the result of the Pan-Europa effort wovis 

be to constitute the United States of Europe on the pattern of the 

United States of America. The benefits foreseen from this arrangement 

to Europeans woid be security from an inter-European war, neutralisatior 

of Europe in wrld conflicts, protection against Russian invasion (red 

or white), possibility of disarmament, and power to stand up egainst the 
industrial competition of other world grouns. 

From the British noint of view the sting is in the tail of this 
list. Kalergi bases his whole argument on the assumption, which may or 
may not be justified, that the American Continent and the British Enipire 
are already practically self-sufficing political and economic units. 
There can be no doubt that the Pan-Europa movement is stimulated by 
economic anvrehensions. We have seen indications lately that the 
instinct of self-nreservation isa driving European industrialists and 
financiers towards co-operative action. The European Steel Trust ' 
is an exemple. (See Bulletin of International News, No. 22, Oct. 18th). 
So is the Bankers' “anifesto. (See Bulletin of International News, 


No. 23, Nov. lst) 





It may be that the Pan-Europa movement will be utilized by the | 

promoters of further economic organisation in Europe. if 
Kalergi disclaims in hi book any idea of onposition to the League { 

of Nations. Some alteration of the League's organisation would, he 1 

admits, be needed, to operate his system of world grouns and to carry 

out his »nrinciple of a Monroe doctrine for Europe.

It is hard te say whether the supporters of the Pan-Europa 
movement realise the possible effects that the triumph of their 
ideas would have upon the League of Naticns. It is at least arguable 
that "Pan-Europa" would restore the conception of a balance of pover, 
not this time in Europe, but in the world. This conception is not 
easily harmonised with the principles of the League Covenant. 


2. Inter-Imperial Relations & Fereign Affairs. 


The Report of the Inter-Imperial Relations Committee of the 
Imperial Conference adopted on November 19th and published three days 
later regularises many of the anachronisms which have grown up in the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. For the first time the position of 
the Dominions within the Commonwealth is defined. 

"They are autonomous Communities within 

the British Empire equal in status, in no 

way subordinate one to another in any aspect 
of their domestic or external affairs, though 
united by a common allegiance to the Crown, and 
freely associated as members of the Britich 
Commonwealth of Nations". 


Apart from this important definition of status it is Sections 
V, Vll of the report (those dealing with foreign affeirs) with which 
this Bulletin is principally concerned. The right of each ccmronent 
part of the Empire to make separate treaties is recognized provided 
always that such treaties are communicated to the Heme end 
Dominion Governments, and are contracted in the mame of the Fing. \ 
A draft form was peak forward by the Committee for treetiés in which | 
the whole Empire participates. This form shows clearly that such a 
treaty is concluded by the King through his governments in each 
branch of the self-governing part of the Empire. 
With regard to the vexed point of Dominion representation at 
international conferences, the report declares it impossible to lay 
down a rule of universal application. In conferences called by the , 
League of Nations no difficulty arises for each Dominion is a separ- 
ate member, but for conferences convened by a foreign government 
these alternatives are suggested: 
1. a composite delegationa credited by the 
Empire es a whole and on the election of (( 
which cach Dominion has participated. (This i 
principle was partially followed at the (( 
Lausanne Conference of 1923). | 
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2. <A Single Britigh Empire delegation 
comprised of separate representatives 
of those parts of the Empire partici- 
pating in the conference. (This policy 
was inaugurated at the Washington 
Conference 1921-22). 
3. Separate delegations representing each 
part of the Empire participating at the 
conference. (This policy was followed 
during the Peace Conference of Paris). 
Where the problem of Imperial Defence touched that of Imperial 
Foreign Policy it was frankly recognised that in this sphere the 
major share of the responsibility rests, and must for some time 
continue to rest, with the Home Government. The right of Dominions 
to diplomatic representation in foreign capitals (e.g. the appointment 
f Canadian and Irish Free State Ministers go Washington) was, 
however, recognised. 
Part V1ll of the Report declares the unanimity of the views of 
the Conference upon certain specific aspects of international affairs. 
These include the postponement of the adherence to the Optional 
Clause of the Statute of the Permanent Court of International Justice 
providing for obligatory submission of disputes to that body; and 
also of the adoption of the principle of compuisory arbitration. 
The report further declares the concensus of op@nion of the confer- 
ence with the final act of the International Conference held in 
September last to consider the reservation of the United States 
Government to the Statute of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice. A unanimous resolution was passed endorsing the Locarno 
policy of the present Government to whom it extended its warm 
congratulation. 
A deputation from the Government of Northern Ireland visited the 
Home Secretary on November 24th with reference to the proposed change 
in the King's title. The Home Secretary issued a statement to the f 
effect that the proposed title "King of Great Britain, Ireland and the 
British Dominions beyond the sea" was a geogramhical and not a political 
descrintion. In South Africa the report of the Inter-Imperial 
Relations Committee has aroused debate as to the extent to which the 
acceptance by General Hertzog of the report involves the abandonment of 
Article 4 of the Nationalist Party's constitution emtg@ying the Republi 
can ideal. , 
In the press of both Canada and New Zeland the acceptance of the 
proposals of the Inter-Imperial Relations Committee has given rise to 
further speculation on the problem of maintaining the balance between 
the growth of the colony ane the maintenance of Imperial unity. The 
entire history of the development of British colonjel policy has however {\ 
shown that it is impossible to prognosticate the course of this 
relationship. The work of the Imperial Conference has been to emphas- ) 
ise the voluntary nature of the bond, ani the measures which it has 
adopted mark, not tht inauguration of a new trend of ideas, but the 
‘coming of age' of colonial development.

Poland and the Soviet. 
On November 19th it was officially announced in Moscow that the 


Polish Charge d'aAffairs had handed on October 23rd to the Soviet Govern- 
ment a Note commenting on the Lithuanian-Soviet Treaty of September 28th 
(See this Bulletin Vol.11 No.23). It will be remembered that by the Moscow 
Treaty of 1920 between Lithuania and the U.S.S.R. Vilna was recognized as 
helonging to Lithuania. In the Riga Treaty of March 1921 between Soviet 
Russia & Poland it was stipulated that the matter was to be left entirely 
between Lithuania and Poland. To increase the confusion the Treaty 
between Lithuania and Soviet Russia of this year provides that the Moscow 
‘freaty of 1920 remains in full force. The Polish Note to the Soviet asks 
for an explanation why in the recent Treaty the Soviet Government shovld 
discuss a question with a third state that had already been settled as 
far as the U.S.S.R. was concerned. In their reply dated November 19th 
the Soviet Government agreed that it had pledged itself to regognize 

any agreed division of the territory that was then in dispute between 
Poland and Lithuania. They further stated that up to the present neither 
of the parties had informed the Soviet Government of an agreement. On 
the contrary information had been given by the Lithuanian Government that 
not one of the matters in dispute had been settled. The Note reiterated 
its refusal to recognize the competence of the Conference of Ambassadors 
to deal with the matter. At the same time the Soviet Government declared 
that when signing the Treaty of September last with Lithuania it had no 
intention whatever of impugning Article 2 of the Treaty of Riga which 
defined the boundaries of the Soviet Union and Poland. It cannot be said 
that this document diverges from the ambiguity which veils the sense of 


the Treaty upon which it is a comment. 


| The British Government and the Mandates. 
The comment of the British Government upon the compilation of the 


annual renorts on the Mandated territories and upon the hearing of 
petitioners in special cases was issued by the Secretariat of the League 
ef Nations on November 19th. The memorandum examines the theory and 
purpose of the Mandates. It advances the opinion that the Council of 
the League is not called upon either by itself or through the Mandates 
€omaission to check and examine every detail of administration . The 
Mandatory Governments of the British Empire felt that the proposale of 
the Mandates Commission were based unon a misconception of the duties & 
responsibilities of the Commission and the Council. The British Govern- 
ment held the view that there were the gravest objections to the grant 
of any form of audience by an advisory commission of the League to reti- 
tioners who were inhabitants of such territories. The Government .- 
suggested it was possible to form a definite opinion on the basis of 
written documents. Further the British Government submitted that the 
list of questions comprising over 230 far exceeded what was necessary to 
the Commission or what was compatible with the intentions of the Coven- 
ant and the rules apvroved by tne Council. These questions raised 
points, on which from its experience in many countries, the Home Govern- 
ment would not think it wise to interfere with a Colonial administration. 
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League Control in Germany. 





In the Jebate on foreign affairs in the Reichstag on November cord, 
herr Stresemann referred to the question of military control. He 
stated that the German Government were of the opinion that the conditions 
upon which the withdrawal of the Inter-Allied Comaission denended had 
now been fulfilled. With regard to the question of future control by 
the League, he pointed out that under Article 213 of the Peace Treaty 
Germany was obliged to permit any investigation thet the League Council 
decided was necessary by a majority yote, but that there could be no 
doubt that the settlement of the investigation question was not a legal 
perquisite for the withdrawal of the Inter-Allied Comnuission. In view 
of the varied oninions that have been expressed on the nature of League 
control, the following summary of the activities of the League Council 
in this connection is given. 

At its 29th Session in June, 1924, the League Council, at the 
request of the British Government, examined the lines on which the League 
could best take over the supervision of armements in the ex-enemy States 
from the Inter-Allied Military Control in accor‘iance with Articles 159, 
143, 104 of the Treaties of St. Germain, Trianon and Neuilly resnectivel ly. 
On September 27th, 1924, the Council at its 30th Session adopted the 
general scheme of supervision presented by the Permanent Advisory Comm- 
ission on Armaments (which since 1920 had been considering the organisat* 
tion to be employed in the supervision of armaments). The outline of 
the scheme was as follows. The Permanent advisory Committee was to 
submit a yearly nrogramme to the Council for investigation, based on 
information officially sypplied to it by the Government Members of the 
League on the varticular clauses of the Treaties referring to the right 
of investigation. The Conmissions of Investigation on which the scheme 
chiefly rested to consist of exnerts avpointed by the Governments of 
States who were on the Council, when the scheme started, and including, 
if required, a neutral element. The final decision regarding an 
investigation was to rest with the Council. 

At its meeting on March 14th, the Council adopted the Report drawn 
uv by a mixed commission of jurists and renresentati es of the Permanent 
(Military) Advisory che ona who worked on the basis or the scheme 
originally drawn up by the Permanent Advisory Cormaission as a whole. 

The scheme ree ne te two varts. Tue first dealt with the rights 
conferred unon Commissions of Enquiry apnsinted by the League and the 
second outlined the duties of the Government of the country subject to 
investigation. At its meeting on June 10th, 1925, 
the Secretary-General to adiress a communication to the four c*suntries 
subject to the right of investigation stating that a study was to be 
made of the necessity there might be for iegislative measures to be 
enacted on the part of these countries. 
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ALBANTA .

The Iraq Mandate. 

Sir Henry Dobbs, the British High Cormnissioner, attended the 
recent session of the Permanent Mandates Comnission in person in 
order to »yresent Great Britain's first report on her administration of 
Iraq. Fis survey of the development of Iraq from the end o ,; the Great 
War to the vresent day was well received by the Commission. British 
methois anneared in striking contrast to the recent French policy in 
the neighbouring territory of Syria. Sir Henry Dobbs showed that, 
whereas in 1920 there were in Iraq 473 senior officials, 530 junior 
British officials and 2,200 Indians, the respective numbers have now 
been reduced to 104, 100 and 600. 

"It may be contended", the High Comaissioner told the Mandates 
Comnission, “that, in our desire to give rapid effect to our intentions 
and to the snirit of the Covenant, we are attennting to teach Iraq to 
run before she can wal)-. I answer to that criticism that the attempt 


has eeen successful." 





Disarmament. 
The military, naval and air exmerts on the Preparatory Comittee 


for the Disarmament Conrerence have now drawn up a revort of 400 
printed nages which vill come before the Leasue Council at its December 
session. The dehate on the question of the reduction of armaments in 





he House of Lords last week was illuminating, Viscount Ceciis statement 


to the effect that it was not now a question as to whether a reduction 
could be effected, but as to how it could be brought about being 


snecially interesting. 


The Council to ifeet. 
Tne 47th session of the Council of the Leaguc meets at Geneva 


on December 6th. Probably the most thorny question will be that of 





the transfer of control of German disarmament from the Allied Conmission 
to that of the Leaguc of Nations. Another important item on the agenda 
is to be consideration of the legal voosition of States who are in arrexrs 


with their contributions. As China, the principal defaulter, is now 
represented on the Council, the situation has a certain piquancy. 

In addition to the revort of the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission, the report of the Preparatory Commission for tne World 
Beonomic Conference will aiso be laid before the Council. Altogether. 
there are 22 items on the provisional agenda.
